THE MISSING POSTAL PACKAGE, 


An Important Statement by Postmaster 
Robick of Portiand. 


PORTLAND, Ore., August 25.—Postmaster O. 
W. Robick of the Portland Post-office makes 
the folowing statement regarding the missing 
$10,000 package: ‘‘I have received a dispatch 
fully informing me of the matter, The pouch 
referred to should have arrived in New York 
last Thursday, the 16th, but it did not get there 
until Friday, the 17th, that is to say, it should 
have reached New York on the 16th if no stop 
occurred in ite transmission.

THE ORDER OF THE WHITE ROSE. 
You don’t know what the Order of the White 
Rose may be? You would hardly su * 
gurvival ot Jacobitism under the re of n 
Victoria; but that is precisely what does exist 
in this order. Most ple think that Jacob- 
itism died with the defeat of Prince Charies 
Edward at Culloden, but itis very much alive 
still, though perhaps it is ‘a sentiment rather 
than a passion. Prince Charles Edward died 
a hundred years ago, in 1788; his brother Hen- 
ye Cardinal of York, in 1807, and with him the 
male line of the royal house of Stuart 
came to an end. People have since then, for 
the most part, come to think that no one in 
land believes faithfully in the divine right 
of kings, and that everybody bh arlia- 
ment to be the sovereign power, with the right 
to call to the throne or to depose whom- 
soever it pleases.

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TESTS WITH THE}BIG MAGNET. 


‘Pranks of Inanimate Things When the 
Earth’s Attraction Is Overcome. 


From the Flushing Journal. 

Through a happy thought of Maj. W. R. 
King, the commandant at the Wiliet’s Point 
military post, the post now boasts one of the 
largest and strongest magnets in the world. 
This magnet has already teen re“erred to in 
the Journal, and some of the more recent ex- 
periments of ite power made, cannot fall to 
be of interest to our readers, together with a 
short history of this woaderftul iustrument 
itseif. 

How the magnet came to de made was in 
this manner: Last December Maj. King hap- 
pened to see two large 15-inch Dahigren guns 


lying unused side by side on thedock. He 
conceived the idea that a magnet of enormous 
power could be constructed by means of these 
cannons with submarine cable wound about 
them. The experiment proved very success- 
ful. The magnet, which stands about ten feet 
from the ground, is eighteen feet long and has 
eight miles of cable wound about the upper 
partofthe guns. Some faint idea of its power 
may be conceived from the fact that it takes a 
force of 25,000 pounds to pull off the armature. 

The teste to demonstrate the enormous 
power ot the magnet were made in the pres- 
ence of a number of the officersof the United 
States mapas Corps and were highly suc- 
cessful. crowbar which was a pied to the 
magnet required the combined force of four 
strong men to tear it away. A handful of pins 
thrown in the opposite direction immediately 
flew back and attached themselves to the mag- 
net. A seemingly Impossible experiment was 

eformed with some fifteen-inch cannon 

alls. The balls were solid andas much asa 
strong man could lift, yet the magnet held 
several of them suspended in the air, one 
under the other. 

The most interesting experiment, and the 
one that was regarded with td pe nen atten- 
tion, was the test made of an American non- 
magnetic watch. Ever since the great rsil- 
roads of the country have compelled their 
employes to provide themselves with time- 
pieces that would not be affected by the mag- 
netism generated by the car trucks there has 
been much speculation asto whether such a 
watch could be made, anda sharp rivalry has 
been going on between the American and 
Swiss manufacturers. The test was highly 
satisfactory, and once more proved that 
whenever a new invention was impera- 
tivel demanded, Ame genius 
coul full hold its own against the 
whele world. Maj. King’s magnet was so 
powerful that an ordinary wateh was ring 
stock still as soon as it came within three t 
ot it. Before the test was made there was 
quite a diversity of opinion among the ex- 
perts present as to how far it would prove suce

Nature's Beauties, She Gains New Life.

Capt. Lewis Oorwin’s farm ig three miles 
north of Sag Harbor and situated on an arm of 
Long Island known-as Hog Neck, but which 
latter-day dwellers find pleasanter to call 
North Haven.
